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Continuation of 11. does NOT place tlie application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's request for reconsideration in the reply 
filed on 7/13/10 is acknowledged and the claim amendment filed on 7/13/10 has been entered into the record. However, the amendment 
does not place the application in condition for allowance because the claim objection is maintained and a new reissue oath/declaration is 
required. 

The claim objection is maintained because claims 1 and 49 recite "phenylalanine replacing histidine" in lines 3-4 and line 3, respectively, 
which should be replaced with "phenylalanine and histidine". Otherwise, the claims appear to be in condition for allowance. 

In the Office action mailed on 4/7/10 at p. 3, paragraph [7], the examiner proposed claim language to obviate a claim objection. The instant 
remarks suggest that the proposed claim language contains an inadvertent error by reciting a position 81 mutation with alanine instead of 
leucine. However, this was not inadvertent and was suggested in this way in order to maintain consistency with the previous order of 
position 81 mutation in the first two alternatives. Put another way, the first alternative recites position 81 mutation with alanine and the 
second alternative recites position 81 mutation with leucine and the suggested language was to maintain this order of position 81 mutations 
in the third and fourth alternatives. Regardless of the order, if claims 1 and 49 are amended as suggested above, the claims would appear 
to be in condition for allowance. 

Regarding the required reissue oath/declaration, applicant is requested to submit a cumulative supplemental reissue oath/declaration 
pursuant to 37 CFR 1.175(b)(1).
